In the last few weeks persons living 
near the farm of Lewis P. Fisher, 
who a few years ago was pastor of 
the Christian church at Cantraip 
marveled at the large output of the 
little family coal 
mine while no 
help was available. But a “closeup” 
of operations at this mine, which is 
ten 
miles north 
of 
Springfield, 
would have revealed 
Mrs. Fisher 
and her twelve-year-old son man­ 
ning the top works, firing the en­ 
gine, pulling the hoisting levers, 
and weighing the coal, while the 
former preacher was below digging 
out the fuel. 
Mr. Fisher’s story Is that of a 
man who after leaving his pulpit 
dug a coal mine virtually with his 
own hands, and later offered his 
mine 
to 
the 
state 
of Illinois. 
Friends called 
his undertaking a 
wild 
adventure",

told him it would cost $20,000, and 
neighbors told him plainly he was 
a fool.
